One hundred ^'cars ago, after hav> 
ing anoBSSifnlly defended Fort Bow- 
yer against the British attack, Oen. 

Andrew Jackson was preparing to 
leave Mobile to begin the invasion of 
Florida, at that time Spanish terri- 
tory. A short time before he had 
written to the authorities at Wuh- 
ington : "If the government so or- 
ders, I will rejoice at the opportunity 
of placing the American eagle on the 
ramparts of Mobile, Pensacola and 
9t. Augustine." Within another 
month he had fulfilled his promise 
and waa bock in Mobile. Almost im- 
mediately he departed with his staff 
for Ne^r Orleans to take charge of 
the preparations that were being 
made for the defense of tliat city 
against the threatened attatdc by the 
eombined militaiy and naval fones 
a< Iba Britiah.

Weeds hnvn rnnnod more alfalfa 
fnlliires than sour lands, wet soils or 
poor spedbed prepnmtlon. The danger 
\n part loularly grpst where the seed 
Inn Is (loiio In thp spring. Rvery 
wpod seed In the soil la fighting for 
air pDMifth and warmth eaaagb to 
sprout, and after It sproota It will 
fight for room enough to make Its 
growth. Alfalfa Is not a partlcalarly 
rigorous plant In Its flrat few days of 
life, and It U the ttnt faw daya that 
count la tk* gw w l k 9t atttfai tm 

weeds. 

On aorount of thp danger from In- 
terference by the weed crop, It ta 
usually b«tter to sow alfalfa in the 
fall, or In late summer. It will be 
time anil money sared to put ia U>a 
serd In the summer fallowing of tb« 
land, stirring the soil enough to ka«p 
down parh successive weed crop. The 
soil stirring will not only get rid of 
the weeds that hare come up, but 
It will stimulatp thp rem.ilnlng seeds 
ihni arr lyliiR In the soil to germlna 
lion and >:ro\vth In this way several 
Burcrs.slvo scoillnRS of weeds can br 
disposed of and thf crotind left fairly 
clear for the summer or ffell BcedlnR 
of alfalfa. 

Winter or early spring plowing will 
go a long way toward preparing a 
^ood seedbed for the fall sowing of 
iilfulfa. If the ground needs It, turn 
under considerable quantities of ma- 
n\irp when It Is broken. If lime Is 
npeded. this should be spread before 
llie plowitig and turned under so It 
will have a rhanre to thoroughly nix 
with and sweeten the earth.

The. use of the balanced 
ration thus saved four pounds of di- 
geetible nutrients for each pooad of 
butter fat produced, or a pound and a 
quartar of butter fat was produced by 
tha saase number of pounds of digesti- 
ble nntrienu in balanced rations aa 
ks required for a pound of butter fat 
when the unbalanced ration was 

Hot only waa the butter fat more 
eoononlcally produced, but the cow* 
given a balanoed ration flnlshed the 
teat with better appetites and In much 
better flesh and general physical con- 
dition than the others. It ig not «p» 
daily difflcult to gain the proflt re 
sulttes from tka balanced rmtloB.

JUDGE J. F. GORDON, 

MadiaonviUe, Ky. 
Dear Sir: 

I acknowledge the receipt of yours 
at the 23rd in which you say you are 
nakiog some inveatlgationa in the 
Auditor's Office with reference to my 
aalary aa Judge T. J. Nunn's Secre- 
tary, and, to aid yon in this matter, 
jfdu ask OM to inform you by letter, 
of tiie date of my appointment and 
the date of my resignation. 

I note with special interest, this 
f antenee in your letter: "I hope y ou 
will not feel any hesitancy in furnish- 
ing me the desired information, as it 
Is not my purpose to use it in a way 
that will involve yon in the leaat." 

NewyOtt knew that you should 
have written direct to Judge T. J. 



I Nuna for any information about my 
falatiaas with bim while acting as 
kia a wre li y. But since there is 
i nothing la those relations that either 
I he or I care to withhold from you, or 
from any other person who is curious 
enough to inquire about them, I want 
to assure you that I have no hesitan- 
cy in answering your questioriH, al- 
thongh 1 do not relish your offer of 
clemeocy. In that reapaat, I Mk ae 
grace nor favor of you, for it there 
is one thing above another in which 
I take a pride, it is my connection 
with Judge Nunn as his Secretary. 
You are privileged to use the infor- 
mation I shall give to you for any 
purpose you please and I sliall not 
fear the 



My appointment as Secri-tary to 
Judge Nunn dates with January the 
Ist. 1906 or 1907; I do not remember 
which, but the records in Frankfort 
will show the exaet date. My resig- 
nation took effect in March, 1914, as 
I remember. During the summer of 

1913, I formed a partnership with 
Hon. John K. Hendrick and took up 
my 1 e sWe ae e ia Fadaeah . I tendered 
my resignation at that time, to take 
effect at Judge N unn's pleasure. He 
had been in poor health for mote 
than a year and had nndergonea sa- 
vere surgical operation. He was 
doubtful of recovering his health suf 
ficieiitly to continue his work on the 
bench, and for that raaaon he hesi- 
tated to make permanent arrange- 
ments with any one to take my place, 
and requested that I continue nomi- 
nally as his secretary until he could 
see if his raeeeeiy was probable. I 
so consented, and Judge Nunn em 
ployed a stenographer in Frankfort 
to do the work at the same salary I 
was receiving, and his son, C. 8. 
Nunn, Che preeent judge, went to 
Frankfort and aided him in the work. 
This was September, 1913, and the 
work was done in that way unt I 
March 1, 1914, when Judge Nunn re- 
signed, having become convinced that 
he could not recover while burdened 
with the responsibilities of the office. 

Judge C, S. Nunn, when app ointed 
by the Governor to succee<i his fath- 
er, requested me totcontinue in the 
same way until the ISth day of Mareh, 

1914, when he appointed his perma- 
nent Secretary. From September, 
1913, until the time of my final re- 
tirement, I endorsed and returned to 
Judge Nunn ail the salary dieekabe- 
eanae I was not doing the actual 



work and la order that Judge Nunn 
might pay thoae partiea who were 
* doing It in my stead. Under these 

circumstances, the expenses were 
heavier, but Judge Nunn met them 
by adding to the check I returned to 
him, a sufficient amount from his 
own salary. Every step was taken 
with my knowledge and approval. I 
only regret there was nothing more 
that I eoold do for Mm. 

Having answered yourcjueations, I 
must say that, try as i may, I have 
been unable to read anything in your 
letter butareileetaoo on the integrity 
of Judge T. J. Nunn, as well as my- 
self. When inducted into office. 
Judge Nunn took oath to "admin- 
iater Joetlee without respeet to per- 
sons and do equal right to the poor 
and to the rieh." I know that no man 
ever tried harder to observe both the 
letter and spirit of that obligation. 
Hie suBoess in theetfort resulted in 
many years of faithful and valuable 
service to the people, and I know of 
no one who possessed more of their 
confidence and esteem. Until 1 re- 
eehrad year IsMer. I did not suspect 
there was one person in all Kentucky 
who would call his integrity into 
question. 

If year iMlnnaHnae had bae^ dl- 
raeted te me eieoe. 1 would be hi- 

clined to ignore them, or else reply 
by letter, as you requested. But when 
yoo seek to involve Judge Nunn in 
suspieion born of your candidacy for 
the oflke he gave up, I want no such 
mention made of him behind his 
back. His life is an open book; hia re- 
cord is a public matter, and his re- 
putation is the people's property. 
Therefore, I prefer to reply in this 
open way.
